General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area. 


Nursing  in  the  Home*  No  change  * 

Domiciliary  Midwifery  is  carried  out  by  the  two  district  nurses* 

Laboratory  Facilities.  There  are  two  in  the  Area  -  The  County 
Laboratory  and  that  connected  with  the  Royal  Devon  &  Exeter 
Hospital. 

Hospitals.  Post  Hill  Hospital  carters  for  Medical  and  also  con¬ 
valescent  cases. 

Aged  Sick.  It  is  expected  that  the  proposed  appointment  of  a 
Geriatrician  for  the  Mid  Devon  area,  will  rationalize  the  hospital 
ization  of  the  aged  sick. 

I  consider  this  should  be  of  enormous  benefit  to  this  class  of 
patient . 

Infectious  cases  are  sent  to  Whipton  Isolation  Hospital  where 
accommodation  is  always  adequate. 

Tiverton  and  District  Hospital  deals  with  Surgical,  Medical 
and  Maternity  cases.  There  are  50  beds,  II  of  which  are  devoted 
to  Maternity  cases.  Bookings  are  carried  out  by  the  County 
Medical  Officer.  Maternity  department  is  inclined  to  become 
overcrowded  and  it  may  become  necessary  to  reduce  bookings. 

Exeter  City  HospitrJ.  -  formerly  entirely  for  aged  sick  is 
now  taking  a  proportion  of  a  cute  surgical  and  medical  cases  from 
this  district. 

An  ante-natal  Clinic  is  held  every  Tuesday  at  2.30  p.m. 
at  the  Tiverton  and  District  Hospital. 

A  Tuberculosis  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Tiverton  and  District 
Hospital  twice  monthly.

Water  Supply. 

(I)  The  water  supply  for  the  Town  has  been  satisfactory  in 
quality  and  quantity. 

Bacteriological  examinations  have  been  made  at  regular 
monthly  intervals  of  the  treated  water  going  into  supply. 

Water  from  the  Allers  supply  (source  springs  at  Norwood 
Common,  supplemented  by  pumping  from  River  Exe)  is  both 
filtered  and  chlorinated.  Water  from  the  War ni combe  supply 
is  only  chlorinated. 

The  waters  have  no  plumbo -solvent  action. 

No  contaminat ion  during  year. 

The  population  of  the  Borough  is  11,720,  occupying  3484  houses, 
the  greater  number  of  which  are  supplied  by  means  of  public  mains,

34  Inspections  were  carried  out  at  Registered  Pood  Premises,  including 
dairies;  In  all  cases  of  premises  selling  Ice  Cream,  refrigerators 
wore  inspected  for  cleanliness  and  temperature  readings  were  taken. 

In  every  case  the  refrigerators  were  found  to  be  efficient  and 
temperatures  satisfactory. 

Although  Ico  Cream  is  sold  from  53  premises  it  is  manufactured  on  the 
premises  in  only  two  instances. 

The  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc)  Regulations  are  strictly  enforced. 
The  standard  of  personal  cleanliness  in  all  registered  promisos  was 
found  to  be  generally  high*

During  the  year  systematic  routine  inspections  were  again  carried 
out  and  extensive  structural  improvements  and  provision  of  hygienic 
fittings  as  required  by  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  were  carried 
out  in  respect  of  58  premises.  - 

In  the  course  of  routine  visits  of  inspection  advice  is  tendered 
to  management  and  staff  on  food  handling. 

Delivery  and  handling  of  Meat. 

The  iublic  Health  Committee  has  been  very  concerned  at  the  manner 
in  which  meat  is  delivered  by  firms  from  outside  the  Council's  area 
to  sh ops  in  Tiverton. 

Frequent  inspections  wore  ma.de  and  warnings  given  to  the  firms 
concerned. 

It  was  also  found  that  meat  was  being  delivered  which  had  not  been 

inspected  by  a  meat  inspector  and  steps  wore  taken  to  prevent  this 
practise.
